ONES Beach State Park, 
the most famous of. all 
Long Island state parks, de- 
rives its name from Major 
Thomas Jones who came to 
Long Island in 1692, became 
high Sheriff of Queens County, 
Ranger General of Nassau and 
owner of one of the largest 
tracts of land on the south 
shore. Major Jones had had 
a life of adventure before he 
married Freelove Townsend 
and settled down on the vast 
acreage around Massapequa 
given to his wife as a wedding 
gift from her father. Jones 
had been a loser in the Battle 
of the Boyne and the siege of 
Limerick but escaped — to 
France where he obtained a 
ship and crew to prey on com- 
merce as a privateer. This was 
considered a respectable inter- 
national practice but not by 
the British when it affected 
their shipping and they soon 
be ttied his ship up in the West 
Indies where it had to be aban- 
doned. After marrying Free- 
love they built, near Massape- 
qua, the first brick house on 
Long Island and eventually ac- 
quired a total of 6,000 acres. 
Their house stood until 1837. 
Apparently they thought they 
also owned at least a part of 
what is now Jones Beach be- 
cause arcund 1700 he estab- 
lishcd a whaling station on the 
cuter beach near the site of 
the present park. Jones died 
in 1718 and on his tombstone 
are the following lines, pro >- 
ably wriiten by himself:

today. Birdsall Jackson, late 
of Wantagh, an author and au- 
thority on early Long Island, 
described these conditions as 
follows: 


“In the sailboat with a fair wind, 
the trip to Jones Beach took about 
an hour, and with a head wind, three 
hours. If you were not familiar with 
the many shoals and crooked chan 


nels, you would not get there at 





all. An excursion to Jones Beach 
was always planned as a full day’s 
outing and the day chosen so that 
the voyager went out with the ebb 
tide and came back with the flood 
All night sojourns on the sand flat 
were not infrequent. 

“At a later period a few cottage 
were built at the High Hill section 
and weekend trips and = vacation 
outings came into vogue with the 
metor boat era.

This was the status of Jones 
Beach when in 1925 Commis 
sioner Robert Moses as Presi- 
dent of the Long Island State 
Park Commission, asked the 
Town of Hempstead for its in 
terest in the outer beach to 
yether with a right of way 
across the bay for state park 
and parkway purposes. The 
Town Board of Hempstead 
agreed to submit the proposi- 
tion to the voters but before 
election day of November 
1925 fantastic stories were 
prevalent throughout the 
Town about the tremendous 
value of the lands requested 
and about the Commission’s 
intention to create another 
Coney Island without local 
benefit. Because of the oppos!- 
tion that developed which was 
yuided mainly by wealthy 
estate owners who were op 
posed to the Commission's 
plan for the Northern State 
Parkway, the proposition was 
defeated at the polls. 


The referendum did, how- 
ever, interest in the 
beach lands, and it became evi- 
dent that instead of simply 
criticizing the state plan a defi- 
nite plan of local development 
and use would have to be made 
When faced with this responsi- 
bility local officials sought the 
Statc’s aid. A special commis- 
sion Was created, known as the 
Hempstead Development Com- 
mission consisting of the three 
Long Island State Park Com- 
missioners and three represen 
tatives of the Town. A. plan 
Was agreed to whereby the 
Town was to convey an area 
somewhat smaller than orig 
inally requested together with 
a right of way for a causeway 
across the bay from Wantagh 
on condition that the State 
commence construction of the 
causeway and park facilities 
Within a specified time. A sec 
ond proposition containing 
these provisions was submitted 
to the people and after an ex- 
tensive program of education 
and speeches to explain. the 
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sland’s Early Quakers 


D ESPITE the official separ- 

ation of church and state 
in our land, religious groups 
frequently have a marked 
effect upon the locality in 
which they exist. Such was the 
case with the Quakers who 
came to Long Island. Scorned 
at first, they sustained perse- 
cution after persecution and 
remained steadfast until at 
last their devotion to principle 
won them the admiration and 
respect of their erstwhile tor- 
mentors. 

Perhaps, before delving in- 
to the story of the Long Island 
Quakers, it would be well to 
outline briefly the history of 
their origin and growth 
abroad. 

The Society of Friends, as 
the Quakers preferred to be 
called, was founded in Eng- 
land in 1647 by George Fox. 
He, the son of a weaver, be- 
came impressed by the for- 
mality and lack ef verve which 
were characterist’¢ of religion 
in his day. Feeling himself 
called to ameliorate this con- 
dition, Fox began preaching 
to divers groups at every op- 
portunity. Soon his preaching 
attracted many followers, and 
before long a community be- 
gan to form. 

The Friends were regarded 
as heretical, and were the 
subjects of continuous perse- 
cution in England for some 
time. 


It was natural, then, for the 
Friends, like so many other 
groups of their kind, to seek 
refuge in the New World. In 
America thev settled in vari- 
ous places. Every schoolbov is 
familior with the story of Wil- 
liam Penn’s colony, but few 
people are aware of the fact 
that numbers of Friends were 
among the early white settlers 
of Long sland. 


In 1€56, several Quaker mis- 
vionaries arrived in America 
to make converts and to estab- 
lish “meetings”, as their re-

ligious services were called. 
Long Island can claim credit 
for having been the site of the 
first Quaker meeting in Amer- 
ich, which was held at Grave- 
send in 1657, and was con- 
ducted by Richard Hodgson, a 
notable early Quaker preacher, 
and two of the propagandists 
who had been sent from Eng- 
land todisseminate the Quaker 
principles and to proselytize. 
Because of this, Gravesend 
was dubbed the “Mecca of 
Quakerism,” and George Fox 
himself visited there while on 
his first trip to America. 


This memorable first meet- 
ing was held in the home of the 
remarkable Lady Deborah 
Moody, whose almost ana- 
chronistic career was long and 
varied. Born in England, she 
found the lack of civil and re- 
ligious liberty there repug- 
nant, and emigratcd to Massa- 
chu: etts. She settled in Salem, 
but soon became dissatisfie 1 
there and, with a group of fol- 
lowers, sailed to New Nether- 
lands, whose Governor Kieft 
granted her and her group a 
tract of land at Gravesend. It 
was at her home there that 
the Quakers assembled in 
1657. Legend has it that she

herself became a 
Friend. 

An amusing and seemingly 
accurate story is told about 
Richard Hodgson. After the 
meeting in Gravesend, he de- 
termined to preach at Hemp- 
stead. Sundry rumors concern- 
ing his reputation preceded 
him there, and by the time he 
had arrived and called his first 
meeting, the local justice of 
the peace decided to incarcer- 
ate him. 

The officer who was sent to 
take him into custody found 
him “pacing the orchard alone 
in quiet meditation.” He was 
delivered forthwith into the 
hands of the justice, who shut 
him in the house and went off 
to his own religious services 
in the Presbyterian church. 
When he returned, he was cha- 
vrined to find a crowd gath- 
ered about his house listening 
to Hodgson, who was preach 
ing contentedly from a win- 
dow!

It is sufficient commentary 
on the attitude of the non- 
Quakers toward the Friends 
in that day to say that Hody- 
son was eventually deported 
to Rhode Island, which was 
widely known as a haven for 
non-conformists.

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out its hardships for the early 
Lony Island Friends. As had 
been the case in England, they 
were first regarded as keing 
heretical, and their company 
was avoided by the orthodox 
settlers. There are many othcr 
records of their persecutions 
still extant. During the tenure 
of Governor Peter Stuyvesant, 
for instance, two Hempstead 
women were hailed into court 
and fined twenty guilders “for 
aubsenting themselves from 
public worship and profaning 
the Lord’s Day by going to a 
Quaker meeting held in the

first Quaker meeting-house on 
Long Island was built in 
Oyster Bay in 1672. Others 
sprang up in Locust 
Valley, Flushing, Manhasset, 
and many other places. 

In the Revolution, too, the 
Quakers were prominent. The 
pacific teachings of their creed 
obviously did not prevent 
many of them from holding 
strong Whig sympathies. The 
Orange County Foundry of 
Petcr Townsend,a Long Island 
Friend, forged the great iron 
chain which was. stretched 
across the Hudson River at 
West Point to prevent the 
British fleet from sailing up- 
stream

His brother Samuel, also a 
Quaker-Whig, owned Rayn- 
ham Hall, at Oyster Bay. This 
present-day town-owned mus 
eum was the Townsend home 
during the Revolution. It also 
served as headquarters of 
British officers. One of them 
was Major John Andre, the 
spy who conspired with Bene- 
dict Arnold for his betrayal 
and surrender of West Point. 
Andre, of course, had no 
knowledge of the fact that his 
unwilling host’s Robert 
was one of Washington’s spie 
then stationed in New York. 
The Revolution was ceria n 
ly an acid test of the Quakers’ 
self-control, for several groups 
of them suffered as a result of 
it.

One of America’s 
Quakers was Elias 
Jericho, a native of Hemp- 
stead town, whose story as a 
preacher and founder of the 
Hicksite scheol of Quakers 
was told by H. P. Horton in 
the January 1948 issue of the 
Forum. 

Elias Hicks is also 
known for his eamnpaien 
against slavery, which he re- 
peatedly attacked in his ser- 
mons. In 1811 he published

Commission’s plans it was ap- 
proved by a vote of the people 
of the Town at the elections of 
November 1926. G. Wilbur 
Doughty, Presiding Supervis- 
or of the Town of Hempstead, 
who from the first had taken 
a farsighted view of the ques- 
tion, was largely responsible 
for the success of the proposi- 
tion. 

In December of 1926, the 
first engineering survey stake 
Was driven in the sands of 
Jones Beach at the precise 
spot where the water tower 
now stands. Since that time 
over 40,000,000 cubic vards of 
sand have been pumped in the 
now developed area of Jones 
Beach State Park, on the 
causeways to the beach and 
along the 17 mile Ocean Park- 
way and a total of approxi- 
mately $25,000,000 has been 
expended on park improve- 


ments and in making the park 


accessible. All this took step 
by step persuasion, hard work 
and far sighted leadership on 
the part of Commissioner 
Moses and his fellow Commis- 
and was not accom- 
plished without many difficul- 
ties. The Commission's plans 
eemed, to the average person 
and to most officials in Albany, 
to be so ambitious that failure 
Was generally predicted and 
the possibility of the park at- 
tracting large attendance 
seemed very speculative. The 
initial apropriation of funds 
by the legislature for the East 
Bathhouse was only enough to 
build the foundations. Com- 
missioner Moses stuck to his 
original plan and = convinced 
Governor Alfred E. Smith of 
the necd for high standards. 
Additional funds were made 
available but other difficulties 
developed. Labor strikes for a 
time stopped all work and the 
causeway contractor went 
When the contractors 
were unable to borrow cnough

broke. 
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funds to continue work, Mr. 
Moses persuaded his mother to 
advance $20,000 so that his 
promise to local officials of 
completing the causeway and 
opening it to traffic would be 
fulfilled, 

During this time the Town 
of Oyster Bay conveyed addi- 
tional lands including the High 
Hill Section of Jones Beach 
and the right of way for the 
Ocean Parkway easterly to 
the Nassau-Suffolk line. This 
was done by vote of the Town 
residents on November — &, 
1927. Later the Town of Baby- 
lon in Suffolk County con- 
veyed additional beach lands 
to extend the parkway to Oak 
Island Beach in exchange for 
certain) lands under water 
owned by the State. 

Most of the land conveyed 
by the Town of Oyster Bay 
and a portion of the lands con 
veyed by Hempstead were in 
an area where title was in dis- 
pute. This brought on what

HOUSANDS of Long 
Islanders and hundreds 
of thousands elsewhere were 
given the questionable honor, 
or what have you, of sitting 
in the cavernous mouth of a 
whale, during the latter years 
of the last century.

held its annual tournament at 
Sag Harbor, the committee 
in charge engaged Anderson 
and his now famous embalmed 
whale as an added attraction.

Following its premiere at 
Sag Harbor, the chief attrac-

During their travels” there 
were a number of accidents.

King of Sag Harbor had died 
several years before. Both lie

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Some Early Strongs 


N her letter to the Forum 
I (Vecember) Susan How- 
ell Haring, Lansing ‘iowa 
Historian and a resident of 
Ludlowville in that upscaie 
town mentioned the grave of 
Little Jane Strong, daughter 
of Benajah and Jane strong, 
as the oldest grave in Lans- 
ing. Whenever | read the 
name of Strong I usually turn 
to Dwight’s history of the 
family. Benajah was a Lavor- 
ite name with the Strongs but 
fortunately there was oniy 
one whose wife was named 
Jane. 

‘Yo go back a bit, Elder John 
Strong, first of our line from 
England, had 18 children. H:s 
son Thomas, known as; 
‘Lrooper ‘Tom, had 16 children. 
Of those by the latter’s second 
wife a son Adino, grandfather 
of Benajah, was born in 1670 
and my first Long Island an- 
cestor Selah was born four 
years later. They grew u) 
together in Connecticut until 
Selah crossed the Sound and 
located in’ Setauket while 
Adino remained in New Eng- 
land as did his son Adino. But 
the latter’s son Benajah seems 
to have had the pioneer spirit. 

A big man, six feet two, he 
fought in the French and In- 
dian War and later in the 
Revolution as captain ot a 
company of volunteers. One 
of his sons also fought in the 
Revolution under his father’s 
command and died of disease 
during that conflict. Benajah, 
the captain, \vas a real patriot 
aad refused to apply for a pen- 
sion or to allow any member 
of his family to do so, saying 
“I gave my services free to 
my country.” 

In 1761 Benaiah married 
Jane Cochrane of Woodbury, 
Ct. Her father was evidently 
a scholar for at his death he 
leit a library of more than 400 
books. Jane bore’ Benajah 
e'even children of whom little 
Jane of Lansing’s oldest grave 
was rumber eight. Her par-

ents, Benajah and Jane, 
moved to Athens in Greene 
Ccunty about 1782 and there 
bought the confiscated farm 
of a Tory officer, and acquired

the ferry “franchise” between 
Athens and Hudson. 

Just how long Benajah and 
Jane Cochrane Strong re- 
mained here | do not know, 
but later we find them located 
at the Great Bend of the Sus- 
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quehanna River where they 
remained three years. Then on 
to Ithaca where, because ot 
illness, they stayed only two 
years before locating at Lan 
sing in Tompkins County 
where senajah purchased 
2000 acres of land at a dollar 
an acre. 

In spite of their trequent 
moves and Jane’s many chil- 
dren the mother lived to the 
vear 1816 and the age of 74. 
‘Two years later Benajah mar- 
ried Mrs. Abigail Powers who 
by her first husband had borne 
the future wife of President 
Millard Fillmore. According to 
Mrs. Haring, Capt. Benajah 
Strong came to Lansing Loop 
with his son Salmon, first in 
the spring of 1791 and pur- 
chased 2000 acres on both 
sides of Salmon Creek. They 
began clearing land 114 miles 
from Lansingville on lot 63, 
Salmon Creek flats. Benajah 
later gave each of his sons a 
large farm and settled in the 
town where he died in 1836.

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became known as the Seaman 
Gore case which lasted for ten 
years and ended in the United 
States Supreme Court. The 
case involved the claim of title 
by the heirs of John Seaman 
who received a royal grant in 
1666. The private interests in 
the case were opposed by the 
Towns of Oyster Bay and 
Hempste: and before the 
State got into the suit the 
towns allowed judgments to 
be entered against them. Com- 
missioner Moses had the case 
reopened. Subsequent investi- 
gations disclosed instruments 
of title theretofore unknown 
and the action was tried all 
over again. This resulted in a 
decision holding that the State 
had good title and that John 
Seaman relinquished all claim 
to the beach land when he ap- 
plied for and received confirm- 
ing patents in 1686 from the 
Governor General of New 
York which did not include 
the area in dispute. 


Two other complicated law 
suits developed in connection 
with leases of areas within 
and adjacent to the Oyster 
Bay grant. One of these was 
the High Hill Beach area and 
the other involved the nearby 
area of 500 acres to the east 
which was leased and used by 
Solomon Guggenheim and a 
group of “sportsmen” for a 
shooting preserve. Both lease- 
holds were acquired by the 
Commission by eminent do- 
main. In the High Hill area 
there were about 70 summer 
cottages occupied by  subles- 
sces. These were allowed to re- 


main until the expiration of 


their leases and subsequently 
most of them moved their 
houses out of the park arez 
to West Gilgo Beach. The base 
lessee, however, filed a claim 
against the State for a million 
dollars. The Court of Claims 
finally ended the case with an 
award of $20,000. The Guggen- 
heim case was more compli- 
cated because they were not 
fighting for damages but in- 
sisting on what they consid- 
ered were their rights regard- 


less of whether the shots they 
took at well-fed and almost 
tame ducks and geese hit their 
mark or a park visitor. They 
obtained an injunction to halt 
the park development. The 
courts on avpeal decided in 
favor of the Commission an] 
no claim was ever filed for 
the appropr:ation of the lease. 
Until 1935 the area which con- 
tained a fresh water pond was 
operated by the Commiss‘on 
as a game sanctuary. At thai 
time the lease expired and be- 
cause a proposition to cede it 
to the State had failed to pass, 
the sanctuary area has since 
been operated by the Town of 
Oyster Bay. 

On August 4, 1929 Jones 
Beach State Park was opened 
to the public. On opening day 
with Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and former Gover- 
nor Smith as principal speak- 
ers, a howling w-nd blew up 
causing a sandstorm that 


nearly disrupted the ceremon- 
ies. The late Raymond P. Me- 
Nulty, Counsel for the Com- 
mission described the day in 


these words: 

“Sand fill blew over everything 
and everybody. It drifted across the 
reads to such an extent that they 
became dangerous for driving, it 
Zlled eyes and ears and noses; got 
into the carburetors of cars and 
stalled them; chipped the paint cff 
mudguards and license plates and 
generally played such havoc, that 
the critics who said ‘it cculdn’t be 
done’ had a grand holiday.” 

The subsequent completion 
of lawn areas and the plantine 
of millions of clumns of beach 
grass prevented further sand- 
storms.

Over seven million 
visit Jones Beach State Park 
each year. Swimming has al- 
ways been the top attraction. 
Few places offer facilities for 
such fine surf bathing, still- 
water bay bathing and heated 
swimming, diving and wading 
pools. Thousands are also at- 
tracted by the cther facilities 
for healthful recreation. There 
are handball courts, deck ten- 
nis and shuffleboard courts, 
roller skating rink, archery 
ranges, 18-hole pitch and putt 
golf course, softball diamonds, 
pedal boats, picnic areas, miles 
of surf fishing fishing 
dock and row outdoor 
dancing and a two mile long

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boardwalk. In addition, spe- 
cial sports programs, calis- 
thenics, concerts and other 
outdoor entertainments are 
presented. Jones Beach intro- 
duced outdoor operettas with 
“music over the water and 
under the stars’; it originat- 
ed and held the first surf- 
board water polo contests; it 
established the first adult play 
area with man-size scooters, 
tricycles, wagons, ete. for the 
exclusive use of grown-ups and 
it held the first world’s cham- 
pionship water skiing tourna- 
ment. 

The park contains 2,413 
acres with six miles of ocean 
beach frontage and a half mile 
of bay frontage developed for 
still-water bathing. There ar¢ 
15,000 lockers and dressing 
rooms in the two bathhouses, 
nine cafeteria and refresh- 
ment stands, two restaurants, 
veven first-aid rooms, hospital- 
equipped and staffed by nurs- 
es, Solaria for nude sun bath- 


ing, diaper-changing rooms 
with booths and electric bot- 
tle warmers for mothers to 
care for their babies and kin- 
dergartens for the slightly 
older tots. The fresh water 
supply for showers and drink- 
ing comes from two wells each 
over 1,000 feet deep and is 
stored in an architecturally at- 
tractive water tower holding 
316,000 gallons and modeled 
on the Campanile of St. Mark’s 
in Venice. 

The concrete parking fields, 
of which there are nine, are 
109 acres in total area and ac- 
commodate 18,530 cars at one 
time. During a summer sea- 
son, 1,400,000 hot dogs, 600,- 
000 hamburgers and 2,000,000 
servings of ice cream are sold 
at refreshment stands. At peak 
periods during the summer 
months there are 1,000 park 
employees at work within the 
park, including 150 lifeguards, 
with an additional 800 persons 
employed in the restaurants 
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and refreshment stands, and 
300 in the shows at the Jones 
Beach Theatre at Zachs Bay. 

For a short time a few crit- 
ics attacked the scale of prices 
established by the Commission 
to make the park as nearly 
self-supporting as possible. 
Actual studies made during 
1952 show a per capita expen- 
diture of eleven cents spent 
for toll, parking; eight cents 
for the use of park facilities, 
and twenty-two cents for 
foodstuffs. In answering these 
earlier critics, Commissioner 


Moses in part said: 


“We could, of course, have devel 
oped a plan which was less ambi 
tious, with cheaper buildings and 
facilities of poor design and flimsy 
construction. By keeping down the 
number of emplcyees and not in 
sisting on the highest standards of 
order and cleanliness; by ignoring 
the need of future expansion, we 
could reduce our charges. We do 
not wish to be associated with this 
kind of an enterprise. Doubtles 
commissioners can be found to do 
this sort of thing. We do not believe

The park is not entirely self 
supporting. The total annual 
revenues collected from the ¢ 
tration of the park, together 
with the tolls collected on the 
causeways” leading thereto, 
amount to approximately $1 
100,000 a year. This sum about 
cyuals the mainten- 
ance and operation of the park 
but part of this revenue i 
used for interest and amortiz 
ation of bonds which were is 
ued to provide funds for 
causeway construction.

With gasoline and tire ra- 
tioning, a ban on pleasure 
driving and other wartime re 
strictions, the attendance at 
Jones Beach dropped from 
3.950.000 in 1941 to 615,500 
in 1943 compared with a pres 
ent day annual attendance 
firure of over 7,500,000. Most 
of the visitors during the war 
came by bus and for the first 
and only time bicyclists were 
permitted on the causeways 
As traffic increased the follow 
ing year bicycling proved too 
hazardous and had to be 
topped. The drop in attend- 
ance and the shortage of help 
during the war made it neces- 
sary to curtail many of th 
usual park activitics. Both 
restaurants were and 
the East Bathhouse was 
opened only on weekends when 
usage warranted. All park fa 
cilities including the use of 
lockers, games, etc., were free 
to servicemen and women. A 
total of 61,5 person

nel used these facilities during 
the year 1944. The large Mar 
ine Dining Room in the West 
Bathhouse was attractively 
furnished and turned over to 
the U.S.O. as an official lounge 


For many of the servicemen 
who visited the park while sta 
tioned on Long Island, the first 
sight of home upon return 
from the war in Europe wa 
the familiar Jones Beach wa 
ter tower which is nearly 200 
feet high and can be seen from 
vessels coming into New York 
while many miles at sea 


During the war many im 
provements, were planned for 
Jones Beach. Foremost among 
these was the new marine 
theatre of steel and concrete, 
built on Zachs Bay to replace 
the wooden structure erected 
in the early 1930's with worl 
relief forces which became un 
safe and had to be torn down 
This new facility with a sea 
ing capacity of 8,206 was 
open’ d on June 26, 1952 with 
“A Night in Venice’ which 
played to enthusiastic audi 
ences threughout the summer 
A new oceanfront parking 
field in the High Hill Beach 
area near the East Bathhouss 
Was completed in 1948 and 
another complete with refresh 
ment building was opened in 
the westerly section of thi 
park in 1952. The old “West” 
Overlook was enlarged and a 
refreshment stand 
fort station erected 
iiaistration office, 
shop and first-aid building 
oustructed in the Central 
Mall area was completed in 
1951. A complete new sewage 
disposal system was placed in 
operation in 1952 at a cost of 
$1,000,000, Additional means 
of access to Jones Beach by 
way of a $10,000,000 bridge

'’en to Oak Beach at Captree 
Island where it will connect 
with the Ocean Parkway 15 
ini’es east of the park is sched 
uled for completion in 1954.
